some of the men with

Rockefeller had spoken on the sub 
lect of the hookworm, asking them tc 
come to his office here and talk the 
m atter over. 
The summons was addressed to Dr 
William B. Welch, professor of path 
ology in Johns Hopkins university and 
president of the American Medical as 
soc i a* ion; Dr. Simon Flexner, directoi, 
af 
the 
Rockefeller 
institute; 
Dr 
Charles W. Stiles, who Is chief of the 
division 
of 
zoology in the United 
States public health and marine hos ! 
pitol service, and the discoverer oil 
the American species of hookworm;!

the poultry had free range the cest 
per dozen ran as low as 8 cents and 
from this figure up to 12 centa per 
dozen on limited range. 
He concludes 
from the data recelved-that it is very 
difficult for it man to ran an extensive 
poultry plant with hens confined and 
compote with the farm ers In egg pro 
Suction. 


Corn e x e r t s are coming to look up­ 
on the Silver King, a type originated 
in northern Iowa and developed by 
the W isconsin experiment station, as 
a heavy yielding, early maturing va 
riety. which can be grown safely in 
the northern part of the corn belt. The 
ears are large, kernels a trifle coarse*, 
but of good depth, 
while tile corn 
plant Is rank, strong and vigorous. 
W here corn growers have not xet se­ 
cured a tyj>e o f corn with which they 
are satisfied it would tx* well to give 
this variety a trial. 
It can lie secured 
from any reliable house, and the seed 
should In* grown north rather than 
south o f the iaiim de where It Is to be 
planted. 
Like all other sets! corn, it 
s lion hi be Im <ught on the ear.
